If Registration Day passes off as 
quietly 
everywhere 
as 
in 
Adams 
County all talk 
of anti-conscription 
plots would seem to he unfounded, for 
here it was observed quietly and yet 
with system and speed that allowed 
the lists to he compiled without any 
difficulty. 
A t all .the polling places in the 
county the assessors and registrars 
were on hand at seven o’clock this 
morning and almost with the sink** 
of the clock young men appeared to 
fulfill the requirements of the law. 
With some of them it seemed to he a 
m atter of great distinction to he the 
first to register for m ilitary service 
if called, and in few, if any, places 
was there the slightest indication of 
hesitancy, or even of regret about 
registering.
